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THie little work is submitted to the public in tbe hope 
that it will meet with the same kind welcome which has 
beeu given to Parts III. and IV. 

Owing to the difficulty of finding suitable matter for 
Home Lessons, the lower classes in most schools are left 
irithout them ; but it is hoped that the present little work 
»rill be found to contain a series of lessons of such simpli- 
city and usefulness, that this obstacle will be entirely 
removel . 

No pains have been spared to make the matter it con- 
tains suitable for the young scholars for whom it is in< 
jtended. 

I The Scripture lessons are very short and simple. 

In the Arithmetic the scholar is taken as far as Simple 
Multiplication, in order to test his knowledge of the Mul- 
tiplication Table. Notation and Numeration have been 
gradually introduced. 

In the lessons for transcription an effort is made to 
combine the practice of writing with the acquisition of 
useful information respecting common objects. 

The Spelling lessons consist of words in daily use, in the 
spelling of which children make many mistakes. 

Each lesson la well defined in length and matter, and is 
intended to be repeated or shown on the morning of the 
l&j which stands in the maxgvn.
